Work on the '59 Crimson was be- 
gun last summer at Indiana Univer- 
sity when the editor, Karan Over- 
holt, and three of her assistants at- 
tended a two-week course in year- 
book construction.

REDSKINS COMPILE 12-9 MARK 



Goshen's Redskins opened their 1958-59 basketball 
season with a 51-41 win over the New Paris Cubs. 
The closest the Cubs managed to come was within 
six points. Dana Sherman, senior guard, hit a total 
of 17 points to back Goshen's attack. 

Before 1800 fans the Peckmen handed Plymouth's 
previously unbeaten Pilgrims a stunning 43-34 de- 
feat. Goshen's victory was a team triumph all the 
way with Jerry Snyder, Howard Burkholder. and 
Dana Sherman scoring 14, 11. and 10 points, re- 
spectively. 

The Redskins suffered their first defeat of the 



season at the hands of the Nappanee Bulldogs. The 
nip and tuck game saw the 'Skins holding their own 
until the last seconds when the Naps pumped in the 
decisive basket to drop the fighting Goshen boys 
48-47. Keil scored 21 points to lead the 'Skins. 

Scoring 26 points, Fred Bachman paced Goshen 
as the 'Skins scalped the Cadets of Fort Wayne 
75-53 to win their third game in four starts. 

Goshen's Redskins ran their winnings to four out 
of five as they defeated South Bend St. Joe 59-50 
at the St. Joe gym. Fred Bachman pumped in 20 
tallies for Goshen. 
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After leading 22-17 at halftime, the Redskins were 
topped by South Bend Adams 68-53. Goshen con- 
trolled the first half, but the Eagles bounced back to 
take the decisive lead in the second stanza. Pacing 
the 'Skins were Jerry Snyder and Fred Bachman 
with 12 points each. 

Edged by a slim three-point margin, Goshen al- 
lowed the Central Bears their first win of the season. 
The 'Skins led at halfway mark 25-20, but the win- 
starved Bears came back with a big second half and 
managed a 53-50 win. Bachman paced the team 
with 19 tallies. 

Sparked by Howard Burkholder's 23 points, the 
Redskins teamed up to hand Warsaw its ninth 
straight loss of the season. Goshen had trouble 
holding the underdog Tigers in the first periods, 
but pulled away in the final quarter to win their 
fifth game of the season 56-55. 

Goshen took the first step toward the champion- 
ship of the Kendallville invitational tourney by win- 
ning over the Concordia Cadets 50-40 in the open- 
ing game Saturday afternoon. 

The 'Skins added a bright, shiny trophy to their 
display case by whipping host Kendallville in the 
final game. The "winner take all" game began with 



both teams trading baskets and the quarter ended 
14-11 with the Comets leading. Fred Bachman and 
Ed Keil paced Goshen with 15 and 14 points, re- 
spectively, as the game ended 59-46 with the Red- 
skins out in front. 

"The county game of the week" saw the Goshen 
Redskins put up a valiant fight but fall behind as 
the undefeated Concord Minutemen played a ball- 
control game to whip Goshen 69-60. 

Goshen was crushed 60-44 by the Michigan City 
Red Devils as the 'Skins made a losing bid for their 
first conference win. Howard Burkholder's 16 points 
led the Redskins. 

Goshen won its first conference game in four 
outings, defeating a determined Fort Wayne North 
team 48-36. Burkholder was high scorer with 23 
points. 

Although the 'Skins jumped to an early lead, they 
were unable to cope with the sharpshooting of the 
South Bend Washington Panthers. The Panthers 
caught fire in the second half to defeat Goshen

This is the start 
of a busy day of classes, study-hall periods, the five-minute 
rush between classes, tests, quizzes, and all of the other 
things that make a typical day at G.H.S. Outstanding 
courses, tough courses, compulsory two-hour semester 
tests, sitting in hard seats, and starting themes at the last 
minute are all memories of the students' classroom days. 
A popular opinion is that "a student's homework is never 
done" as the halls of G.H.S. are emptied and the students 
go home to burn the midnight oil.

One of the main reasons for a stiffened 
curriculum in Goshen High School is the 
need for qualified scientists. Many high 
schools in America do not maintain ade- 
quate laboratory facilities; but Goshen 
High School hopes to improve in this field 
with a future remodeling program. 

Goshen High School requires one year 
of science. To help the students fulfill 
this requirement, courses in Biology, 
Chemistry, Physics, and Applied Science 
are offered. 

In Biology, the students get their first 
glimpse of science while studying about 
plants and animals. Chemistry students, 
while working in the laboratory, study 
chemical changes as part of their assigned 
work. Those studying Physics are con- 
cerned with the physical changes of matter 
and energy. Applied Science acquaints the 
students with various fields of chemistry, 
physics, earth science and astronomy.

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SCIENCE AND MATHEMATICS

A one-year course in mathematics is 
necessary to complete Goshen High School 
graduation requirements. Eleven semesters 
of mathematics are offered. 

In his freshman year a student may 
elect to take either General Mathematics 
or Algebra. General Mathematics is a 
refresher course while the first course in 
algebra concerns equations and their solu- 
tions. A student may elect to do advanced 
algebra work in Advanced and College 
Algebra. 

Plane Geometry concerns proofs and 
problems about figures in one plane. 
Solid Geometry students study figures that 
are three dimensional. In Trigonometry 
the triangle and its measurement are 
studied.

English is required for three years in Goshen 
High School. Freshman and sophomore students 
take grammar one semester and literature the second. 

Junior students take American Literature. Correla- 
tion is made between American Literature and U. S. 
History. 

Senior English and English Literature are elective 
courses for seniors. During the first semester the 
student learns the more complicated forms of gram- 
mar. His composition is tested as he is required 
to write many kinds of themes. Near the end of the 
first semester he is assigned his biggest project — 
a research paper. 

As the second semester draws to a close, the 
student finds himself becoming very well acquainted 
with William Shakespeare and other noted poets. 
An original short story is completed by each student 
during English Literature. 
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US FOR A MODERN WORLD 



All juniors are required to take the course in Ameri- 
can Literature. To complete the semester and gradu- 
ation requirements in the field of English, these stu- 
dents may choose Speech. Debate, Dramatics or 
Journalism. 

Journalism is recommended for those students who 
wish to join the high school newspaper staff. Ex- 
perience is gained in newspaper writing. 

Public Speaking instructs the students in the proper 
methods of oral English. Preparation, organization, 
composition and speech delivery are studied and 
evaluated. 

Debate covers the study of panel discussions and 
symposium forums. The students participate in these 
activities and later in the course present several rounds 
of debates. 

During the first part of Dramatics, the students learn 
to understand, interpret and appreciate selected dramas. 
The second phase of the course is devoted to technical 
training in the interpretation and presentation of plays.

UNDERSTANDING 



Latin I, one of the six elective foreign lan- 
guages offered in Goshen High School, con- 
cerns a study of inflection, pronunciation, word 
derivation, Roman mythology, and early Roman 
institutions which have influenced our present 
culture and civilization. Latin II emphasizes 
fluency of translation and involves a great deal 
of work with the translation of Caesar's Gallic 
Campaign. 

Spanish I includes a study of many aspects of 
the Spanish language as well as the life and cul- 
ture of Spanish-speaking people. This course 
stresses Spanish conversation and writing. Span- 
ish II is an advanced study of some of the as- 
pects of Spanish I. Current Puhlications and 
classical selections in the language are read. 

Beginning French concerns French grammar, 
both spoken and written, and an insight is given 
into the customs and achievements of the French 
people. In second-year French, special attention 
is given to many of the idioms that give the 
language its character.

OUR WORLD 



World History, an elective course, starts with an 
introduction concerning the beginning and spread of 
different civilizations. The major emphasis of the 
course is upon the period from 1870 to the present. 
United States History, a course required to complete 
graduation requirements, presents the story of our 
nation's past and present. 

Civics and Citizenship are both government courses. 
The Declaration of Independence, the Constitution, 
and our present government are studied with an aim 
toward creating loyal, informed citizens. 

Sociology consists of a large variety of problems 
that grow out of the study of society. The students 
learn ways to adjust to our complex social order. 
Economics provides an introductory survey of our 
economic society. Our system is compared with other 
economic systems throughout the world. Psychology 
provides an opportunity for the students to learn more 
about themselves as individuals in order that they can 
live more useful lives in our extremely complex world.

Some time is 
spent on driver education. 

Boys' Physical Education provides op- 
portunities for boys to develop strong and 
healthy bodies. The boys engage in such 
sports as basketball, touch football, track, 
dodge ball, and relays. 

Physical fitness and recreational skills 
are stressed in the Girls' Physical Educa- 
tion classes. The students try to develop 
poise, good posture and graceful bodily 
movement while participating in exercises, 
games, and individual and group sports.

Driver Training, a nine-week course, instructs 
the students in the fundamentals of driving such 
as shifting gears, turning, backing, parking, and 
driving in traffic and on the highway. Another 
purpose of the course is to emphasize the neces- 
sity for observing all safety and traffic rules and 
regulations while one is driving a car. Students 
who successfully complete this course are prepared 
to pass the state test required to secure an opera- 
tor's license.

Part-Time Farming is a one-year 
course for beginning students in vo- 
cational agriculture. The course ex- 
plains how city workers can effec- 
tively purchase and run farms on a 
part-time basis. 

Animal Husbandry instructs in the 
selection, feeding, care, and manage- 
ment of livestock from the viewpoint 
of the part-time farmer as well as 
from the viewpoint of the largescale 
producer. The major emphasis in the 
course is upon cattle, swine, and 
poultry. 

Soils and Crops deals first of all 
with the different problems of prac- 
tical soil management. Later it deals 
with the different varieties of crops 
grown in the corn belt. 



IMPROVED HOMELIFE 




Homemaking I is the first of four one-year 
courses offered to girls to prepare them for 
their future roles as America's homemakers. 
It advises students regarding their personal 
and social problems. Cooking and sewing are 
also offered. Homemaking II students make 
clothes and study food needs and health; 
desirable family relationships; budgeting and 
purchasing. 

Homemaking III recognizes the problems 
that exist in the home and suggests ways to 
solve them. In Homemaking IV the students 
are given instruction regarding family and 
community responsibilities and make a brief 
study of the vocational opportunities for 
trained people in home economics.

CREATING FOR ENJOYMENT 



Art I is a one-year beginning exploratory general 
art course open to all students. A great variety of 
different materials and techniques are used for crea- 
tive self expression. 

Designs and Crafts is a one-year course which 
stresses the making of useful objects that show high 
standards of workmanship and appropriate application 
of design. Some of the crafts that the students explore 
are stenciling, modeling, weaving, metal work, sculp- 
ture, ceramics, block printing, and free brush painting. 

Advanced Art is a course which continues Art I 
and is from one to three years in length. Each year 
new problems appear in the course of study offered. 
The students do considerable work in figure drawing 
and composition while exploring new media as well 
as innovating techniques of their own.

CREATING FOR 



General Shop and Advanced Woodworking students 
work with wood, metal, electricity, drafting, and power 
machinery. Commonly used tools and simple objects 
are made from metal in Beginning Machine Shop. 
Advanced Machine Shop continues with a more de- 
tailed operation of metal work. A place for boys to 
prepare for apprenticeship in trade schools and fac- 
tories is in the Vocational Machine Shop classes. 

Auto Mechanics and Vocational Auto Mechanics 
give students a better understanding in the selection, 
repair, and maintenance of parts of an automobile. 
Begi nning Mechanical and Machine Drawing students 
study lettering, drafting, and blueprints connected with 
machine construction. Architectural Drawing involves 
designing and construction of small buildings.

He 
must also make reports to the Superintendent of Schools, the 
School Board, the State Department of Education and the 
North Central Association as required by each organization. 
He also recommends the employment of personnel. In ad- 
dition to performing these duties he always finds time to 
attend school activities and to confer with G.H.S. teachers 
and students at any time they wish to talk with him.
